There has been a remarkable delay in the en-

wrong or hardship in compelling the honest 
class of tax-payers to make good the amounts 
which the professional tax-fighters avoid 
paying. A certain sum of money is necessary 
to support the City Government and pay the in- 
terest on its bonded debt. The property of the 
citizens is assessed according to value, say, 
fifteen mills, toraise thatsum. Four-fifths of the 
owners pay their taxes; one-fifth resist and 
escape on some qnibble or pretext, error of form 
or misdescription. The result is, that there will 
be a deficiency of, say, three mills in the amount 
collected to meet the appropriations, which must 
be added to the sum needed, making eighteen 
mills for next year. Hence, every honest tax- 
payer is called on for three mills more than they 
equitably should pay to make good the deficiency 
of the previous year, caused by the escape of the 
professional tax-fighters. People, then, very 
justly complain of the imcrease of their taxes, 
and ask, Why is it? We have given the reason. 

City taxes, for the years 1869 and 1870,—par- 
ticularly the latter,—were appealed, to the aggre- 
gate amount of half a million of dollars, by the 
professional tax-fighters. We refer to the gen- 
eral taxes, and not the special assessments. The 
Supreme Court, last summer, decided those ap- 
peals in favor of the city, and remanded the 
cases to the County Court for judgment. But 
the great fire of October, 1871, which burned the 
Court-House, consumed the original tax-books 
and warrants of the Collector. And when the 
city law-officers, last fall, applied for judgments 
before the County Court, on these delinquent 
taxes of 1869 70, the point was made by the at- 
torneys for the delinquent tax-fighters that, under 
the enabling act of March 22, 1872, transcripts 
of the appeals were not sufficient to warrant the 
Court in giving judgment, but the original war- 
rants which were burned must be produced. 
The Court sustained the point, and the city was 
again beaten out of ite just dues. 
House Bill No. 19 contains a section which is 
intended to obviate this objection. It makes 
certified copies of the transcript and assessment 
rolls, together with a certified copy of the ordi-

The floating debt of the city now amounts to 
ten and a half millions of dollars, for the pay- 
ment of which the taxes of 1872, and the delin- 
quent appealed taxes before described, are 
pledged for the payment.

COLFAX—AMES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
Sm: In to-day’s issue you print a letter from M. F., 
of Ludlow, III., in which he asks: “ Is it not generally 
conceded that Mr. Coifax has cleared himself of the 
$1,200 charge? "—in answer to which you say: Oakes 
Ames swears that he paid Colfax the money; Colfax 
swears that he did not. We have no disposition to go 
over the bank account and Nesbitt greenback story 
again.” Now, what I, and other subscribers to your 
paper, want to know, is, why you appear to have no 
disposition to take into consideration the statement 
made by Moses Dillon, Cashier, in his letter to Mr. 
Coifax, as printed in your paper of the 10th inst., as 
follows: IL am very confident that the checks to ini- 
tials, or bearer, were ali paid to Mr. Ames himself, and 
especially the one of $1,200 marked to 8. C. or bearer. 
I told the Sergeant-at-Arms that I had paid the $1,200 
8. C. check to Ames; but I was remonstrated wi 
and urged not to testify under oath to such belief. 
Now, why is it you do not take the Cashier’s statement 
into consideration, and state that the line of evidence 
in hie case regarding the $1,200 affair seems clear, and 
not ignore his statement, or evidence, if you will, as, 
on his second examination, he testified mainly to the 
name as in the letter referred to, ; 
Be kind enough to give this a space in your valuable 
paper, with answer. F. F. O.

ANSWER. 

_ When Mr. Colfax gave his testimony regarding 
the $1,000 greenback, we were inclined to believe 
that it was true, notwithstanding the evident 
improbabilities surrounding it. Accordingly, on 
the 17th of February, we said this: 
The fact that Mr. Nesbitt, the alleged contributor of 
$1,000 to Schuyler Colfax, was a Government con- 
tractor, furnishing stamped envelopes to the Post-Of- 
fice Department, is something which should be set 
down to the credit of Colfax’s story, for, if a Govern- 
ment contractor wished to makea present to a high 
Goverment official, he would naturally take some 
method of doing it which would escape detection, and 
he would naturally wish it to be kept a secret. 

And on the 18th we said : 

The position of Mr, Colfax with reference to Credit 
Mobilier is a very unfortunate one, and his misfortune 
is of his own creation. Nevertheless it should not be 
made any worse than he has himself made it. Mr. 
Ames producés his memorandum-book, which is not 
the most trustworthy evidence, ahd testifies that he 
paid Colfax $1,200, and the bank Cashier testifies that he 
deposited this amount two days later. Mr. Colfax, on 
the other hand, shows (and we think the testimony is, 
on the whole, in his favor) that he received this money 
from Nesbitt, and that he sent it to Indiana in a draft 
to Mr. Conner, of Indianapolis. The main question 
is not, however, whether Mr. Colfax received 
the money from Mr. Nesbitt, although he seems to have 
established that fact. * 

We reproduce these paragraphs merely to show 
that we were not governed by any. animus of 
prejudice or hostility to Mr. Colfax. When the 
fact subsequently came out that Mr. Colfax was 
in the regular receipt of remittances by check 
from Nesbitt, at intervals of three months, and 
that this greenback remittance was not the first 
nor the last occasion of his receiving sums of 
61, 000 from that quarter, we concluded that his 
astonishment at receiving the alleged remittance 
of June 20 could not have been so profound as 
he described it to the Committee. We judged 
also, that if he had received four remittances of 
$1,000 each from Nesbitt in 1868, one of which 
had created so great astonishment in his mind, 
it would not have taken him so long a time to 
ransack his memory in order to tell where he got 
the money to make his deposit in the bank on 
June 22. For these reasons, and also for the 
reason that he had prevaricated in his South Bend 
speech, we were compelled to reject, as unworthy 
of belief, the story which we had previously 
been inclined to accept. 

Dillon says, in his letter, that according to his 
recollection he paid all the initial“ checks to 
Ames—not only the one to “‘8. C. or bearer,” 
but the others as well. This would include the 
check for Scofield, and perhaps others, as well as 
the one to Colfax. We believe that none of 
them, except Colfax, deny that they got the 
money. The mere fact that Dillon paid the 
checks to Ames, if it be a fact, would not estab- 
lish that Colfax did not get the money.

The object of the 
visit is to urge upon the Legislature the pro- 
priety and necessity of abolishing the State in- 
spection of grain, and to allow the owners of the 
grain that passes through Chicago to manage 
their own business in their own way, subjoct 
only to the restraints of the common law. 

It is evident that under the present system 
there is no suitable appeal from injury due to 
ignorance or carelessness on the part of a Grain 
Inspector, as the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners could not be reached be- 
fore the value of a lot of grain under dispute 
would be eaten up by car storage at the rate of 
ten dollars per day ; and, even if the appeal were 
practicable, it would be of little value unless 
made to men versed in commercial usages, and 
expert in judging of the relative value of grain, 
as judged by commercial standards. As 
remedy for this grave defect, the Board of 
Trade] recently requested the appointment of 
a separate commission, with an office 
at Chicago, and to be composed of 
men able to decide to what grade 
@ given lot of grain should be assigned. Find- 
ing that the request has not been complied with, 
they now propose to take the broader ground 
that the State has no more call to interfere with 
the inspection of grain than to meddle with the 
grading of wool, flour, provisions, or live stock, 
or to regulate the sorting or classification of dry 
goods, drugs, or groceries. They claim that the 
grading of grain here is a classification made for 
the mutual convenience of buyer and seller, and 
to facilitate the handling of the grain; that the 
farmer sells his grain by sample to the country 
buyer, and has, therefore, no direct interest in the 
treatment of the grain in Chicago; that the 
owners of the grain are all either members of 
the Board of Trade, or have their duly author- 
ized representatives in that body; and that all 
the different interests of receivers, shippers, 
&., are so nearly equally represented on the 
floor of the Exchange that an error of inspec- 
tion is almost sure to meet with a speedy correc- 
tion. 

The position taken by the Board of Trade, 
through its Directors, is a strong one, and de- 
mands a respectful hearing. It may not be im- 
possible to convince the Legislature that there 
has been too much legislation on this subject, 
and that it owes a duty to the commercial com- 
munity to relegate to them the control of their 


own property. 


During the late session of Congress Gen. O. 
O. Howard sent a written communication to the 
House Military Committee, in which he informed 
that body that the confusion and incompleteness 
of the records of the Freedmen’s Bureau were 
due to the carelessness of the Adjutant-General's 
office. This has drawn forth a reply from Gen. 
Thomas N. Vincent, which throws additional 
ight upon the free-and-easy, general confidence 
style in which the affairs of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau were conducted by Howard and his sub- 
ordinates. It appears that when the business of 
the Freedmen’s Bureau was transferred to the 
War Department, the books, records, papers, 
etc., were tumbled into wagons and sent over; 
and that now, when these records are needed to 
close up its accounts, the statement is made by 


War Department. Gen. Vincent states that im- 


| portant records, especially the disbursing branch 


of the Freedmen’s Bureau, were missing long 
before the transfer. The officer in charge of 
that branch, though holding correspondence 
with claimants, for four years kept no 
record of letters received until after Jan- 
uary, 1871; no copies of letters sent were 
kept, although these letters related to 
disbursements. A year later than the transfer 
was ordered, the War Office learned of the exist- 
ence of a special fund, and called for the books, 
when Gen. Howard produced a book; but even 
this shows no account of the disbursement 
The Treasury Department canceled vouchers of 
the Bareau for $31,915, because it was found 
that the money had never been paid on them by 
the Bureau. Gen. Vincent also gives a letter 
from the Second Auditor of the Treasury, show- 
ing Howard to owe the United States $11,466. 
Other cases, where the claimants have not 
received their money, are yet to be acted on.

The construction placed upon the New York 
statute defining murder by Mr. William M. 
Evarts has occasioned an interesting discussion 
on the nature and proof of intent in murder 
cases. The statute defines murder in the first 
degree, which alone is punishable with death, to 
bea killing “perpetrated from a premeditated 
design to effect the death of the person killed, 
or of any human being.” Murder in the second 
degree, which may be punished with a short im- 
prisonment, is that which is ‘‘ perpetrated with- 
out any design to effect death,” but which is not 
excusable or justifiable homicide, the circum- 
stances of which are defined in another part of 
the statute. Mr. Evarts’ fear, as he has expressed 
it, is, that ‘‘constructive malice” may enforce 
itself into the execution of the death-penalty, 
and, as this fear was expressed in regard to the 
Foster case, it is presumed that there was 
nothing but “constructive malice” proved in 
his trial for killing Putnam. Fortunately, Gov. 
Dix has not been impressed with this technical 
view of the statute, and has declined to interfere 
to avert the punishment of Foster by death. 
But, if Mr. Evarts’ position is a good one in law, 
then it is time that the New York statute should 
be modified: There is scarcely ever a homicide 
in which it could be proved, absolutely, that the

In one word, every conviction of 
murder in the first degree would require wit- 
nesses of clairvoyant power to testify to the ab- 
solute intent of the murderer before and at the 
time of the killing, if circumstances so con- 
vincing as those of the Putnam murder furnish 
nothing but “‘ constructive malice.”
